Don't Worry. 

« Fret not thyself because of evil doers,” is an 
injunction which good men need often to call 
tomind. Nothing is gained by fretting about 
evils or tne doers of evil. God never frets.— 
His law is violated, his name blasphemed, in- 
numerable provocations are heaped up against 
him, yet He sits calmly upon his throne, and 
holds all his enemies in the derision of con- 
scious integrity and power. 

Fretting never lessens an evil nor silences 
an évil doer; it only makes both the more an- 
noying so long as they have to be endured. 

Fretting is an uncomfortable frame of mind, 
and should not be indulged in by a child of 
grace. For the sake of his own peace and 
spiritual enjoyment, the good man should nev- 
er yield to the temptation to be choleric be- 
cause of the wickedness of others. 

Fretting disqualifies one for efficient action 
againstevil. It isnot the man of quick, im- 
petuous temperament who is to be relied upon 
in a work of reform, but the man of cool and 
steady purpose, who always controls himself, 
and is always deliberate and firm. The habit 
of fretting detracts from one’s dignity and 
weight, and so diminishes one’s influence.— 
Christ was calm under personal insult, and 
when rebuking hypocrisy and sin.

“Now,” continued Dr. N., “it is always 
very unpleasant to me to introduce a subject to 
any person, that is not perfectly agreeable, 
and if you will make me one promise, I will 
not say another word to you on the subject.”— 
She thought that if she could avoid the inter- 
view on such a condition, she would make the 
promise, and accordingly replied that she 
would. “Will you promise me,” said Dr. N., 
“that you will think nothing abont death, judg- 
ment and eternity for five years 2” She did 
not anticipate being required to make a prom- 
ise of this sort. The question startled her, 
and she hesitated. “Well, sir, I do not think 


that I should like to give a pledge of this 
kind; I do not know that I shall live five 
years. Jcannot make the promise.” “If that 
be too long a period,” said Dr. N., “will you 
promise me that you will defer all thoughts 
about your soul’s salvation for three years ?” 
Again she demurred, end declined making the 
promise, He then proposed the periods of one 
year, or six months for her to devote herself 
to thoughtless gayety ; but she declined both 
of the proposals, adding, in each case, that she 
did not know that she should live through 
those periods. Dr. N. then said, “By your 
refusing to make these promises, you give evi- 
dence that you are conscious that you are un- 
prepared to die. You know what your Saviour 
has suffered to redeem your soul, how often 
you have been called and warned, and what 
reason can you assign why you have not given 
ynur heart to him ? Why not seize the pre- 
sent moment and consecrate your heart and 
She re- 
plied, “I know that I ought to do it, and am 
without excuse for not doing it. I will try to 
do it ; yes, Jesus shall now have this heart of 
mine. I will consecrate myself to his service 
for time and eternity.” This formed a crisis in 
her religious history. From that time she fled 
from the city of destruction, and set her face 
towards the celestial city.

Conversion of Irish Catholics. 


From a report of one of the Irish colpor- 
teurs of the American and Foreign Christian 
Union, published in the April number of their 
Magazine, we make the following extracts.— 
This colporteur is engaged in New York and 
vicinity : 

“ My object in this report is to lay before 
you the plan of operations which I am pursu- 
ing, in order more effectually to reach the Ro- 
man Catholics of this city. 

“T lecture in the several evangelical charch- 
es, and invite my countrymen to come and lis- 
ten to the reasons which led to my leaving the 
Church of Rome, and also to the reasons why 
I can never return to it. Sometimes I speak 
to them in Irish, so that they they may more 
clearly understand me. Then I speak a part 
of the time in English, that all may understand 
me. It isan inducement to them to come, to 
hear their own language.” 

“ I will give you a few examples for illus- 
tration. A few wecks ago I lectured in the 
Mulberry strreet Baptist Tabernacle toa large 
audience ; after the services, an invitation was 
given to all serious persons to remain for pray- 
er. To my astonishment I found a Roman 
Catholic seriously inquiring the way of salva- 
tion, and under deep exercise of mind. She 
continued to come to the meetings, which were 
continued for some time, and finally experi- 
enced religion ; she gave clear evidence of 
genuine converson, and united with the church. 
Others are still seriously inquiring after the 
truth, who meet powerful opposition at home 
from their connections, who are stimulated by 
the spirit of Antichrist, which retains the same 
spirit as of old. 

“ Tam encouragad from day to day to find 
the Romanists so ready to hear the truth, and 
many also of them converted to God, and uni- 
ting with the several evangelical churches in 
this city, notwithstanding the spirit of opposi- 
tion and persecution they meet with. An in- 
stance of this occurred here in the Stanton 
street church, of a female who was present 
one night when I lectured. Her uncle, who 
is a priest at New Haven, having heard that 
she attended the Baptist church, came in a 
carriage with three other men to the chureb, 
fastened his horses, and stood at the door ready 
to seize her as soon as she came out. They 
stood at the door during the service, but she 
happened to see them and concealed herself, 
and got away from them. Since then they 
made another effort to take her ir. the street ; 
but she ran screaming, and escaped from them. 
I ask, is there no law to punish kidnappers ?— 
Shall we have the Inquisition restored and es- 
tablished in the nineteenth century, and in this 
land of Bibles, and shall we shut our eyes and 
fold our arms, and tamely submit to such 
abominations? No, never! God forbid.— 
Let us left up our voice like a trumpet, and 
wake up an interest among the people of God 
against such wickedness,”

Italians, who have renounced the Papacy, are ready 
to engnge in this work ; and, in almost every town 
of Italy, are now employed in the distribution of 
fly-sheets assailing the Papal system with facts, 
history, argument and apt quotations of Scripture, 
which produce a powerful impression on the mass- 
es of the people. A specimen of the style of these 
tracts may be seen in the January number of the 
organ of this Society, (page 12th,) and another in 
the Vew- York Observer of June 30th, 1849. 

These fly-sheets will be prepared under the in- 
spection of evangelical Christians, aciing under 
the direction of this Society; and whateVer money 
may |be contributed to this object, through the 
treasury of the Society, will be strictly appropri- 
ated in accordance therewith. 

Already the cities of Italy are thoroughly indoc- 
trinated with anti-Papal sentiments ; and her Jead- 
ing patriots are convinced that the country can be 
emancipated only by a thorough religious reforma- 
tion. Now is emphatically the seed-time for truth 
in Italy.

Church Difficulties. 


The London correspondent of the (Scottish) 
Northern Warder represents that the Bishops of 
London and Exeter have jnst now their hands more 
than full of trouble in keeping large numbers of 
their clergy from rushing at once to Rome, in con- 
sequence of the decision in the Gorham case. The 
Puseyile clergy are daily flocking to Dr. Wiseman, 
the Roman Catholic Bishop, for advise in the emer- 
gency, and the shrewd papist advises them not to 
make any move as yet, bat remain where they are 
for the present, because they are in a position to 
do much more toward the premotion of Popish 
principles, under the guise of Protestantism, than 
they could do if they had openly seceded from the 
Anglican establishment. In the meantime, bodies 
of the Anglican clergy about the country are pro- 
testing against the right of a judicial tribunal to 
decide questions of doctrine for the Church. The 
following summary adopted at Wakefield, shows 
whet changes they require in the laws to make the 
Church independent of the State in matters of dis- 
cipline. They do not propose independence in re- 
gard to pay ! 

“The following steps are necessary: I. “That 
the Church in convocation or synod have license to 
deliberate for the special purpose of devising a 
proper appellate tribunal for determining all ques- 
tions of doctrine, and other matters purely spirit- 
val” If, “That an act of Parliament be passed for 
the purpose of making the judgments of such tri- 
bunal binding on the temporal couris of this 
realm.’ IIL. “That the acts of Parliament relating 
to the Privy Council be so amended as to exemp, 
questions of doctrine, and other matters purely 
spiritual, from the cognizance of the Privy Coun- 
cil.”"-— Independent.

Last year 70 Sunday-school missionarics were 
employed by the Union, for a larger or smaller por- 
tion of the year, (averaging less than one-half of 
it,)in organizing Sunday-schools where they seem- 
to be most needed. The work in which these men 
were employed is a toilsome, difficult, responsible 
service, demanding rare qualifications,—such as 
sterling piety, enlightened zeal, prudence, enter- 
prise, perseverance, with a love so hearty and self- 
sacrificing for promoting the moral and religious 
welfare of the young, that it will be the moat and 
drink of those engaging in it. By dint of perseve- 
ring inquiry, many men of this description have 
been found commissioned, and kept in full employ 
from the beginning to the end of the season. If 
blessed with uniform good health, one such a mis- 
sionary (whether minister or laymen, indifferently, 
if possessed of the right qualifications, and animat- 
ed with a proper spirit,) may establish forty or 
more new schools in a year, besides re-visiting and 
setting in order the things which are wanting in as 
many previously established. In these ways he 
will come into close contact with several hundred 
of teachers, imparting to them greater intelligence 
and warmer zeal, for the success of their labors of 
love. He will meet with thousands of children, 
and many of their parents in circumstances just 
adapted to awaken their kindliest sympathies, and 
draw them by winning and powerful motives to the 
things of highest excellence. ‘The line of this 
endeavor. both direct and indirect, extends over 
an ample area of intellectual moral religious good, 
Industry, order, neatness, temperance, charty, the 
social affections, and true piety, will all feel this 
invigorating influence, as has been proved in count- 
less instances. 

It is sometimes objected, that the Sunday Schools 
thus established, in places where there is no 
Church, and no regular ministrations of the gospel, 
are short-lived, and scarcely worth the planting. A 
careful examination has been recently instituted 
on purpose to test the correctness of this objection. 
In the four North Western States, (Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Wisconsin and lowa,) where more than 800 
schools of this description have been established 
within the last four years, not twenty of the whole 
number have failed. This shows that on an aver- 
age, in this portion of our field, less than 2 1-2 per 
cent of the whole number of S. Schools establieh- 
ed by our Missionaries, have become extinct. This 
ought to satisfy the most skeptical. But even if 
the result had proved more discouraging, it deserves 
to be considered that a S. School taught even for a 
few months, is likely to prove a priceless blessing 
to some of its members. And the good books 
which it has been the means of distributing among 
the destitute will continue to perform their er- 
rand of mercy, even though the School should be 
discontinued. 

All the books, amounting to several thousands, 

which every one of these Sunday school missiona- 
ries will be the means of circulating, have been 
prepared with pious care and pains to meet the 
wants of children and parents throughout the com- 
munity, where they may circulate. The Unien 
principle is the only one manifestly, on which such 
a work can hope tosucceed. Now when it is con- 
sidered how large an amount and variety of well 
prepared reading has been thus furnished by the 
union ; not only in juvenile books of the best kind, 
but in Penny Gazettes, circulating by the one hun- 
dred thousand among the children, and in Sunday- 
school Journals, intended to stimulate and aid the 
teachers, to perform more ably and faithfully their 
duties, you may form some idea of the extent and 
value of service which this organization is perform- 
ing. 
The practical question here arises, Shall the 
Union be aided to such an extent as will enable it 
to go forward successfully, and meet the demands 
now made upon it? If adequate means were fur- 
nished, twice or thrice the amount of Sunday- 
school missionary service might be advantageous- 
ly performed this year, as was last year under- 
taken. The demand, owing to the immense influx 
of foreigners, a large proportion of whom have to 
be taught to read in Sunday-schools; and to the 
rapid increase of our frontier, sparsely settled dis- 
triets, is now greater than at any former period.— 
So are the facilities for meeting this demand, the 
elementary and library books, and other requisite 
appliances,—provided the means can be at once 
furnished to employ such Sunday-school missionary 
iabor, as is now imperiously needed. What man 
of the right spirit and ability will offer himself for 
this work, saying, “here am J, send me 7” What 
church or Sunday-school will engage to support 
such a laborer for a year or a half year, at an aver- 
age cost for man and horse cf one dollat a day ?— 
What generous individual, loving his race as a 
philanthropist should, or the welfare of his country 
with an intelligent patriotism ; or yearning for the 
salvation of souls, as the piety of a redeemed sin- 
ner should prompt, will at once forward a generous 
donation, to enable the Union to perform the great 
work, now required at its hands ? 
The bestowment of a library to some needy 
school, is also a ready method of encouraging such 
schoola, Thousands have been thus helped with 
great advantage, and thousands more are now in 
distressing need of such assistance. For ten dol- 
lars, one hundred volumes of good size, strong 
binding, and with a sufficient number of printed 
catalogues will be furnished. A few dollars worth 
of elementary books and cards to assist in teach- 
ing to read, and to increase the interest of young, 
or very ignorant children, is also highly useful ;

The Compromise in Boston. 


The Hon. Daniel Webster arrived at Boston last 
Monday afternoon, and was taken from the depot to 
the Revere House in an open barouche. On his 
arrival he was welcomed home by D. R. Curtis, 
Esq. Mr. Webster arose in his carriage and re- 
plied in a speech of some length, confining himself 
principally to the compromise in which he has ta-| 
ken so distinguished a part. In the course of his 
remarks, he raid : 

“ IT have believed that a general sentiment of the 
whole country would favor and encourage their ef- 
forts in it, and, I have the satisfaction now to be- 
lieve it and in that faith I shall not be disappointed. 
(Cheers.) However that may be, that effort I shall 
repeat. (Renewed cheering.) In that course of 
pacification | shall persevere regardless of all per- 
sonal consequences. (Three Cheers.) I shall min- 
ister to no local prejudices. I shall support no ag- 
itations having their foundations in real ghostly 
abstraction. (Laughter and cheers.) 1 shal! say 
nothinyy which may foster the unkind passions sepa- 
rating the North from the south. May my tongue 
cleave to the roof of my mouth before it may utter 
any sentiment which shall increase the agitation in 
the public mind on such a subject. (Cheers.)” 


Mr. Webster says he shall “take no step back- 
wards,” and calls on Massachusetts to “conquer 
her prejudices,” as she has conquered everything 
else. By which, we suppose he means her prejudi-

If our correspondent was about to lend a man 
five hundred dollars for the purpose of assisting

were there a law on our statute book, providing 
such a sum for the benefit of the widow and or- 
phans, and base his estimate on what remained 
over that sum as property to which he might look 
for payment in case of sudden death.

The U. 8. line ship Ohio arrived below last eve- 
ning from San Francisco, Sandwich Islands, and Pio 
Janeiro. We learn from Purser Forrest, who came 
up in asteamer, that while the Ohio was lying at 
Rio, the yellow fever was discovered to have broken 
out on board, and that after leaving that port it con- 
tinued to rage for the space of three weeks, during 
which time about 50 persons were attacked, of whom 
16 died—5 officers and 11 of the erew.

C. M. Armstrong, 
Henry Eld, jr. ; assistant surgeon, E. J. Bell; mid- 
shipman, Joseph B. Miller ; purser’s clerk, and J. C.

Assistant Surgeon 
Bell was a native of New Jersey, and received the 
commission under which he was acting, in May, 
1844. Midshipman Miller was a native of Tenn- 
essee, and entered the service in 1847.

Rat.roap Liasiiitres.—Judge Parker, in a case 
tried before him recently at ‘Troy, has decided that 
when a passenger at one end of a continuous line of 
Railroads owned by different companies, pays his 
fare through, and delivers his baggage to the agents 
of a company at one end of the route, that company 
is liable for its loss by the way; and that it is no 
defence, if the loss happened after the baggage was 
transferred to the agents of another road of the 
same line; but the undertaking and liability of the 
company receiving it, is for its safe delivery thro’ 
the whole distance for which they have taken pay. 


The packet ship Henry Clay, which was so re- 
cently destroyed by fire, has been rebuilt in a splen- 
did manner by Brown and Bell, for Captain French, 
and has now hardly her equal afloat. 


New Gunrpowper.—The European journals in- 
form us of anew gunpowder invented by M. Hu- 
gondre, assayer of the mintat Constantinople, which 
we Jearn from the Savannah (Ga.) Republican, has 
already been produced in that place by Mr. John 
Carruthers, and proves all that it was represented 
to be. It is composed of the following ingredients, 
viz: one part in weight of yellow prussiate of 
erystalized potash, one part of powdered white su- 
gar, and two parts of chlorate of potash. ‘These are 
all to be first pulverized, and then eflectualiy mixed 
by pounding in a bronze mortar with a wooden pes- 
tle. [t was claimed that this powder possessed three 
times the force, weight for weight, of the common 
powder used in war, and is recommended by the in- 
ventor not to be used as a life extinguishing agent, 
but in other cases—in mining, ete.—where a strong 
explosive force is required. Of Mr. Caruther’s ex- 
periment, the Savannah Republican says : 

“He went to werk yesterday and soon produced 
the ‘new explosive.” It is as white as flour and al- 
most as fine. He tried it in a pistol, using about one 
fourth the usual charge, and found that it exploded 
with much greater force than four times as much 
powder. ‘The report was much louder. The ball 
which he shot into a piece of wood, was unusually 
bruised and mashed.” 

There seems to be more than ordinary danger, 
however, in manufacturing this white powder. On 
the day following the above experiment, while a boy 
in the employ of Mr. C., was preparing about two 
ounces of the powder in a mortar, by some accident 
it exploded with a loud report, severely bruising 
the face of the boy. We presume the precaution had 
not been taken to use a Wooden pestle. 


Boston, April 26th. 

The brig Boston, from Bahia the 10th instant, 
announces that the yellow fever had been raging ter- 
ribly at Bahia—sweeping off seamen belonging to 
vessels in port. and great numbers of the slaves.— 
A Government Report makes the total mortality in 
Province, 8000. Previous to the sailing of the Bos- 
ton, there had been a severe thunder storm, which 
had cleared the atmosphere and caused the disease 
to abate. It was thought that it would be totally ex- 
tinct in a few dyas. 


Boston, April 26th. 

At 11 o’clock last evening, asthe New Haven 
train from New York was about six miles from 
Boston, the engine struck a rock, weighing about a 
ton, which had rolled from the bank abgve, and was 
badly broken. The baggage car was thrown per- 
pendicularly up the bank, while the passenger cars 
remained upon the track.
